You are in Australia; I am in the U.S. If you read the License 

Agreements on the Apple U.S. FTP sites, what I originally posted about 
having to be a "licensed" copier of System software applies. There MAY be 
different, separate agreements about the licensing of Apple System software 
in other countries, but here you *must* have a license from Apple to copy 
System software for someone else. The reason for this is that it is 
copyrighted by Apple. This applies to all Mac, Apple II, Apple III, Lisa 
and other System software made by Apple regardless of the year it was made. 
THE ONLY exceptions to this are the System Software locations on Apple's 
own FTP sites that individuals are free to download from. I already 
excluded these in my original message. If this licensing rule did not 
exist, the individuals and user groups who are paying licensing fees to 
Apple on a yearly basis certainly would not have to do so. 


Your post is encouraging others to duplicate at will for others what is 
copyrighted, and this defeats the entire purpose of the licensing 
agreement. In essence, you are making the same mistake as I originally did 
in thinking it was OK to copy Apple II System disks for others. It is not.

The 128K ROMs had at least three versions. The first two versions had a 
feature (bug) that kept you from booting from a floppy unless all attached 
SCSI devices were powered on. This is true for the Mac Plus. (and any 
home-brew SCSI on the 128Ke and 512Ke machines) 


There is an easier way to tell what version ROMs are installed than taking 
the machine apart. (Try this only on a Mac 128Ke, 512Ke or Mac Plus) 


1. Boot the Mac. While in the Finder, press the rear interrupt button on 
the back left side of the machine. If there is no programmer's switch, look 
inside the slots using a good flashlight. You should see two round, black 
switches. Use a strong toothpick to lightly press the rear switch. 


2. If you have 128K ROMs, you will see a rectangular dialog box with a ">" 
(greater than). Type DM400000 (all zeros) and press the Return key. You 
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should get a memory dump that starts at memory location 400000. The second 
and third columns will indicate the ROM version. 


400000 4D1E EExx xxxx (where xx = any hex number or letter) = ROM 
version 1 
400000 4D1E EAxx xxxx (where xx = any hex number or letter) = ROM 
version 2 
400000 4D1F 81xx xxxx (where xx = any hex number or letter) = ROM 


version 3 


3. Type a G and press the Return key to return to the Finder. Restart or 
Shutdown the Mac immediately.

>Oh yea, the MacPlus *is* the coolest Mac ever. It started the whole "home" 
>computer thing with its expandability, best price of its day for an able 
>computer (best at $2495 and dropping as it sold), and easy fit into a home 
>before the computer desk had been invented. There are other old computers 
>but I think history will show that its the begining of the home computer 
>revolution. And I still use one! 


I can't speak for other parts of the world, but the Mac Plus had no effect 
at all on home computing in Britain. 


There were two reasons for this. Firstly, home computing in Britain had 
taken off in a big way some years before the Mac Plus was released in 1986. 
Machines like the UKpounds 50 ZX81 (Timex Sinclair in the USA, I think) in 
1981 and the UKpounds 235 BBC Micro in 1982 were hugely popular in their 
day; these were the third wave of home computers (following on from the 
first ‘proper' home computers like the Nascom II and Acorn Atom). BBC 
Micros are still found all over the place —- they're still popular for 
simple control jobs (mainly in education) because they're covered in useful 
interfaces. The Sinclair ZX Spectrum (1982?) deserves an honourable 
mention too: not much over UKpounds 100 and sold in the high street for 
well over a decade. The overseas competition in the early 1980s was 
laughable; the home-grown stuff gave you much more power for your money. 
For example, the 2MHz 8 bit BBC Micro proved faster in bench tests than the 
original 4.77MHz 16 bit IBM PC, and cost a fraction of the price. 


Secondly, the big problem Macs had was the price. I don't know exactly how 
much the Mac Plus cost in Britain, but a general rule of thumb is that 
computer stuff is sold for the same number of UKpounds as it's sold in USS, 
thus multiplying the price by about 1.75 (at the time). So you could buy a 
Mac Plus (very nice, admittedly) for about 10 times what you'd spent on 
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your BBC Micro. Oddly enough, very few people did this. 


Lack of expandability counted against the Mac Plus too - it's relatively 
poorly equipped in that area when compared to the BBC Micro. Mind you, 
almost everything was poorly equipped in that area when compared to the BBC 
Micro which is quite simply a work of art which can thumb its noses at all 
the contemporary competition - the only really comparable home computer of 
those days was the Apple II which was slower, more expensive, and needed 
plug-in boards to get as well- equippped as a Beeb. The Apple II is 
excused because of its age; it's clearly a work of art too (both the Apple 
II and the BBC Micro have a certain elegance which has been lost to an 
extent, although you can see echos of it in the Psion handhelds and maybe 
Apple's eMate). In case you're wondering, I vote for the BBC Micro as the 
coolest ever home computer (and not just because of Elite). 


Unfortunately, Sinclair didn't keep up (the QL was a bit of a cock-up ina 
similar vein to the Apple Lisa), and Acorn (which designed the BBC Micro) 
was overcome with success and didn't get the next generation machine 
designed quickly enough. So the Acorn Archimedes is a lovely bit of work, 
but not many people use them, and Acorn had to be rescued from financial 
ruin by Olivetti. Luckily Apple can spot a good thing once every other 
blue moon, and Acorn's A(corn) R(ISC) M(achine) processor found its way 
into the Newton, so the design's not ben wasted. 


The really exciting thing is the Amulet project at Manchester University to 
develop an ARM-based microprocessor without an internal clock. The people 

doing the work see no reason why you shouldn't design a complete clockless 

digital computer one day. Yes, it blows my mind too.

In its intro the Plus was not realy a home computer, but as time marched on 
it was its only market (before most compters had homes <g>). The SE/30 was 
never really a home computer either (pricy in its day, but second only to 
the fx in its day too). 


On this concept, I say the MAC PLUS (as it ended up a home computer as its 
only market) is the coolest home computer ever. The SE/30 and Color Classic 
series, not far behind. Also close contenders are the LC III and LC 475 
(meaning mostly Performa models of the same). I mean, hey, those based on 
the LC475 can even run the latest system still, at over 5 years old. They 
have a cool slim case and some power (still, I favor the LC III's running 
at 33mhz). 


It seems from there even home computers have gotten ever *more* complex 
(starting with any Mac running an 040 or any PC running more than an 8088 
<g>). No wonder now that the remaining homes not having computer equiptment 
are not going to it very fast. Would you like to think for a minute now 
about *starting*, for you first computer experiance, on either a Pentium 
MMX running Win95 or a G3 Mac running OS 8.1? Manyof us here could handle 
that fine, but you have to really think to imagine *no* prior knowledge of 
computers and starting out with that. Think, on the Mac side (and the M$ 
side is no better in *lots* more ways) you have the basic hard drive with 
the basic double click (select then act by opening - a translating by the 
OS of a second click close to the first) to open and see whats in the HD, 
then the same for any folder inside. Double click also works on files or 
applications - except that they don't open like a drive or folder, so you 
learn that "open"ing them is to launch the application (or the app that 
created the file) and use them.

The Apple menu (which since system 7 is just a folder in the 
system folder that everyone tells you to stay out of), the launcher, the 
alaises (the first and easiest for the newby to understand), the pop up 
folders too. Where is it really (new users need some reference even if that 
reference is not quite real as a file can be stored in many small pieces on 
a drive). I have found newbys completely confuzzled nowdays by what is 
where and how and why. It used to be just the power of the "Font/DA Mover" 
they had to learn (and didn't need for a few weeks at least anyway). 
Nothing in the system folder *was* needed except for the file "system" and 
"Finder", thats *sure* not the case anymore (as they say, "What's this?"). 


My 2 cents (OK more like $1) on this. (sorry) 
Neon —- I've tried to teach newbees, its not easy anymore.

If you are going to run a sys 7.x, i recommend 7.0.1 cuz it's faster and 
smaller. 7.1 is my next recommendation. I have a sys folder with 6.08 (old 
games), a sys folder with 7.0.1(internet) and a sys folder with 7.5.5 (just 
for kicks) on my Plus, SE and SE/30. I have 7.1 (for Hypercard 2.1), 7.5.5 
and 8 on my Centris 660. 


I make demos for the Macs we sell 
at the Goodwill Computer works here in Austin, so I need to test them on 
all my Macs so they will work on all the macs at the GW. I use Director 3 
on the Plus, Photoshop 2 on the Plus, Lightning Paint, MacPaint, Claris 
Works, Fildemaker, MacWrite, Word 5.1 on all my 'classic' Macs.

A point: the book “Macintosh repair and upgrade secrets' by Larry Pina 
(covers 128K->SE including Lisa/Mac XL) says that you *must* use a resistor 
to discharge the CRT because of the high risk of damaging other components 
(a blown LAG chip on the logic board and a blown 74LS38 on the analogue 
board; no, I don't know what the LAG chip is) if you just spark the energy 
away. 


It recommends that you use a setup roughly like this: 


Wire a 10 Megohm resistor to an insulated lead. Crimp a ring or spade 
connector to one end of the lead and fit an insulated crocodile clip to the 
other end; use heatshrink or other insulation to cover the resistor. 


Then undo a suitable chassis screw on the Mac and screw the ring or spade 
connector down, and connect the crocodile clip to a screwdriver with an 
insulated handle. Fit a length of insulating tubing over the screwdriver 
shaft so that as much the metal as possible is hidden. 


Now you've got the lead connected to the chassis and screwdriver, gently 
lever the screwdriver under the HT lead boot on the CRT and ease it under 
until it touches the metal contact. Hold it there for a few seconds and 
the job's done (you should apparently wait until the soft crackling has 
stopped). 


>Ok, now on to the experiment. I started by discharging the CRT with the Mac 
>Plus Power supply attached (less than a minute after unplugging the computer). 
>I saw no spark whatsoever from the anode. Now I realize the CRT may still 
>have had power in it, even though it didn't spark, but common sense tells me 
>that even a 9V battery will spark, and you guys are saying it could have tens 
>of thousands of volts in it. 


This isn't quite right: the CRT can store *energy* in the form of 
electrical charge (electrons). A charge (extra or missing electrons on the 
conductive coating on the inside of the CRT and on the outside of the CRT) 
*in* the CRT results in a potential difference (voltage) *across* the CRT. 
Discharging the CRT will liberate this energy; the voltage will drive a 
current through the discharge circuit, liberating this stored energy as 
light, heat, and sound. This happens over a (short) period of time: 
energy/time = power. 


‘Macintosh repair and upgrade secrets' says that the CRT has 13,000 V 
across (not in) it. 


>Ok, I then tried the same thing with the Mac 512kE power supply attached, also 
>under one minute after unplugging it. This time, I saw a spark. It was a 
>very small one, but still a spark. This tells me that there is some power in 
>the CRT. But, one must realize that this power supply was giving power to the 
>CRT a lot more than a normal power supply. 

> 

>Now, one could make the conclusion at this point that it depends on the power 
>supply, but I would like to see one of you more experienced guys try this with 
>a Compact Mac with a working power supply. Rowland, Neon, Moderator? 


Personally, no, because playing this game is likely to damage a Mac. I'd 
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want to use some decent measuring equipment, but I've got no convenient way 
of measuring anything above about 5000 V and no convenient way of measuring 
capacitance. I suppose I ought to borrow a capacitance meter to measure 
the capacitance of my Mac Plus's CRT when I get round to fixing it (real 
soon now, as they say...) 


>I would like to see the results from a normal power supply. Preferably just 
>as quick after unplugging it as I did. Also, somewhat unrelated, can anyone 
>tell me if the Flyback transformer is what is wrong with the 512kE power 
>supply? I see one bad solder joint on it which is from one of the smaller 
>capacitors, but I haven't had a chance to resolder it yet. I am thinking that 
>if that doesn't fix it, then I can put the 512kE's flyback on the Plus power 
>supply. 


I don't know about the horizontal white lines, but a vertical white line 
might be due to a dead Cl, J1, L2, or LAG chip. It's worth re-soldering 
any iffy looking joints and maybe replacing Cl (using a higher-voltage 
part). Note that Cl is unpolarised and low-impedance: replacing Cl with a 
normal electrolytic capacitor will result in catastrophic failure after a 
short while in service (you can expect a small explosion). 


Do try and get hold of Larry Pina's “Macintosh repair and upgrade secrets' 
(Hayden Books, 1990, ISBN 0-672-48452-8); it's a long way from perfect, but 
it's a damned good book in many ways.

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Times flies and our memory fades but here is our best recollection of the 
MacXL, Lisa, MacWorks. MacWorks was a software program that made a Lisa 
/XLMac into a server.. You could also partition the hard disk (if your Lisa 
had one---some had a 5 mg, some a 10 meg later you could upgrade to 20 mgs. 
Some early models had two floppy disks, some one, later on they were modified 
to use diskettes. 


If you petitioned the hard disk, each person using the server could have their 
own little hard disk area.k Print spooling was available. 


Apple furnished software that would turn a Lisa into a Mac. Lisa's had round 
pixel's and a Mac square this led to some resolution problems. You could even 
have a Lisa on one part of the hard disk and a Mac on another part. There were 
filters for converting files one way from Lisa to Mac. The Lisa/MacXL had no 
battery so you lost your time when you unpluged it or the power went off 
absolutely. It was a wonderfully modular machine and was designed so you could 
work on it yourself. Everything snapped or plugged it. A 2mb board upgrade was 
availabe. There were later efforts to make it into a hot rod but like a 
MacPlus, it is/was plenty adequate for word processing with up to Word 5.1

You are confusing a couple of items here. The MacWorks program in and of 
itself did not "make" the Lisa a server. Rather, it was a Lisa 
application which would load the 64k Mac Roms into memory. After this 
was completed the user would be greeted with a flashing question mark and 
wait for a mac formatted 400k disc (800k with a rom switch and floppy 
switch). 


The other item you are mentioning was called XL/Serve later renamed 
MacServe. This bit of software allowed the MacXL (Lisa 2 with Macworks 
booted) to be a fileserver and print server on an appletalk network. 


>Apple furnished software that would turn a Lisa into a Mac. Lisa's had round 
>pixel's 

The Lisa had oblong pixels they were at a ration of 2:3. This caused an 
aspect distortion when using MacWorks without an aspect ratio "fixer" 
(there were permenent ones available from apple and a third party company 
supported a switchable aspect ratio) 

>and a Mac square this led to some resolution problems. You could even 
>have a Lisa on one part of the hard disk and a Mac on another part. There 
>were 

>filters for converting files one way from Lisa to Mac. 

These were not "filters" per se, as there conversions were rather 
rudimentary, most things were translated as ascii characters. 

>The Lisa/MacXL had no 

>battery so you lost your time when you unpluged it or the power went off 
>absolutely. 

The Lisa 2 & 2/5 (a 2/5 was just a Lisa 2 with an external 5 Meg Profile 
hard drive) had batteries as did the original Lisa. (They were known to 
leake so if you have a 2 or 2/5 remove the battery!) The 2/10 did not 
have the built-in battery but needed to be plugged in to retain 
date/time. (This is irrelevant since the Lisas clock will not let you set 
it to 1998) 

>It was a wonderfuly modular machine and was designed so you could 

>work on it yourself. Everything snapped or plugged it. 

This was a great thing about the Lisa. It was meant to be field 
serviceable. Two quick release screws on the back and the entire chassis 
pulled out revealing color coded boards and slots.

This was available from AST which allowed anywhere from 512k to 2 full 
meg of ram.

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If they're 512Kes, they can run 6.0.8 and MacWrite quite happily. You can 
(I think) LocalTalk them, but... System 6.0.8+LocalTalk software doesn't 
leave much room on an 800K floppy, so you'll need to use the fileserver for 
software as well as file store if you've not got an external floppy. 


(I keep meaning to make up a lead to connect my 512Ke to one of my “‘normal' 
PhoneNet boxes, but I still haven't got round to it - I can email you what 
wiring information I've gathered so far if you like). 


I don't know what the highest OS version you can run on a 512K is (I've not 
got one), but AFAIK, they're quite happy on LocalTalk too.

Notice the words CONCEIVED by a Mac user. All those facts are correct if 
you go to the URL and read it. His proposal was written on a Mac SE I 


> 
> 
> belive it states. He also mentions HyperCard throughout the article. 
> 
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We'd all love to think the web was conceived on a Mac, but the internet 
and the web predate the Mac by many, many years. 


The most direct influence on Tim Berners-Lee when he created his first 
browser (yes, on a NeXT machine) was Ted Nelson, who first published his 
ideas on hypertext in 1974 in a book called "Computer Lib/Dream 
Machines". Nelson crusaded for years to get his ideas accepted. 
HyperCard (and later the WWW) are simply later commercial realizations 
of these ideas. (You'll see Ted Nelson's name quite a bit in that 
article, too). HyperCard certainly did NOT invent the idea of hypertext 
links. 


The fact that there is even a WWW to link to owes itself to ARPA 
(Advanced Research Projects Agency), which was set up by the Pentagon in 
1963 originally for military purposes; they constructed their first 
network in the late 60s; that network grew into what we now call the 
internet. 


Going back even farther, the think tanks that grew into ARPA date back 
to the mid-late 50s, and included people like Doug Englebart, a huge 
influence on what became personal computing, and the idea of windows, 
mice, visual displays, etc. His work had a profound effect on Xerox PARC 
in the early 70s, which itself invented things like Ethernet, laser 
printers, a bitmapped graphical interface, and object oriented 
programming; Xerox PARC of course greatly influenced the Apple Lisa, and 
then the Macintosh. 


Going back even more, Englebart's work was basically inspired by the 
writings of Vannevar Bush, who in 1945 right after WWII ended, spoke of 
ideal machines that eventually morphed into what we use today. Even in 
'45 he proposed the idea of a central storehouse of information, and 
that a machine could call it up in many ways. 


The point? The internet as we now know it is simply the convergence of 
all these ideas and the work they inspired. To even imply that the WWW 
was "probably conceived by a Mac user" is not only misled, it 
conveniently leaves a whole ream of history out of the picture. 


I strongly suggest to anyone wanting to know more, check out Steven 
Levy's book "Insanely Great: the Life and Times of Macintosh"; you can 
find it at used book stores like Half Price Books. It gives a lot of 
background info that really gives you a clearer picture of how we got to 
where we are.
